Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 52, 53, 56 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Creasy et alAJSPN 6,165,766). 



Creasy et al teach antitumor compositions comprising a nucleic acid sequence 
comprising the immunostimulatory oligonucleotide sequence AACGTTAT, which nucleic 
acid is optionally single stranded or double stranded, and which compositions further 
comprising an encapsulating agent, colloidal dispersion system or polymer (see SEQ ID 
NO. 1 of 766, esp. at nucleotides 950-960; see also col. 7, line 58-col. 9, line 12; col. 
12, line 26-col. 13, line 14).
